university faculty, but the m ajority 
a p pa rently side with President Van 
Hise, whose leanings toward segre­ 
gation are said to he more m arked 
th a n his published speech would in­ 
dicate. 
His re tu rn from an eastern 
tr i p — d u r in g which time Mrs. Olin 
got in her deadly w o rk — was signal­ 
ized by th e publication of an in­ 
terview with him. hot from the col­ 
lege press bureau, m which lie re­ 
stated his views, inferentially deny­ 
ing an y deep designs upon the pres­ 
en t educational system. 
The latest exponent of a segrega­ 
tion theory is Dr. M. V. O ’Shea, pro- 
! fessor of the science and a r t of edu­ 
c a t i o n . 
In an editorial in the cur- 
; re n t issue of the Wisconsin Jo u rn a l 
of Education, published in this city 
Dr. O Shea predicts a “ g re a t s tru g ­ 
gle” between the forces of segrega­
